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History  of  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled

V^^^ne  hundred  years  ago,  hospitals  did  not  generally  accept  the 
crippled  and  disabled,  for  they  were  considered  to  be  incurable.  Dr.  James  Knight,  a 
New  York  physician,  became  interested  in  rehabilitating  these  unfortunates  and  enlisted 
the  help  of  twenty  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  City  in  founding  a  hospital  for  this 
purpose.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  was 
organized  by  these  gentlemen,  who  filed  a  certificate  of  intention  to  incorporate  on 
March  27,  1863.  Article  II  of  this  certificate  stated  "That  the  particular  business  and 
object  of  such  a  Society  shall  be  to  supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical 
appliances  and  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring 
supports;  also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief  and 
care  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to  make  these  benefits 
available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community."  The  doors  of  the  institution  were  opened 
for  the  reception  of  patients  on  May  1,  1863.  The  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
was  the  first  institution  to  be  organized  within  the  United  States  for  the  treatment  ol 
orthopedic  conditions. 

The  first  building  occupied  by  the  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  was  the 
home  of  Dr.  James  Knight  at  97  Second  Avenue,  near  Sixth  Street,  which  had  a  capacity 
of  twenty-eight  beds.  However,  it  was  found  almost  immediately  that  the  accommoda- 
tions of  the  Hospital  were  inadequate  for  the  work  that  was  required.  As  Dr.  Knight 
stated  in  his  first  annual  report,  "The  limited  accommodations  for  indoor  patients  reduce 
us  to  the  necessity  of  over-crowding  the  apartments,  or  of  discharging  the  patients  who, 
though  relieved  in  part  of  their  local  ailments,  would  be  greatly  benefited  and  prevented 
from  a  tendency  to  relapse  by  a  long  continuance  under  the  regime  of  the  Institution." 

In  the  Spring  of  1870,  a  modern,  four  story  hospital  was  opened  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  Lexington  Avenue  and  Forty-Second  Street,  where  the  Hotel  Commodore  now 
stands.  The  location  of  the  hospital  was  highly  commended  because  of  its  "pleasant  and 
salubrious  site  and  its  easy  access  by  rail  in  all  directions." 

Approximately  fifty  years  later,  the  hospital  moved  to  another  location.  "The  location 
of  the  hospital  near  the  great  commercial  centers  of  the  city  and  upon  the  principal  axis 
of  transportation  on  Manhattan  Island  has  brought  with  it  the  great  advantage  to  our 
wards  of  ease  of  access,  but  threatens  us  with  the  possibility  of  commercial  encroachments 
which  we  cannot  resist."  In  these  words,  the  Board  of  Managers  announced  that  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad  planned  to  replace  their  depot  with  an  entirely  new  terminal 
building  covering  a  much  larger  area  of  ground.  A  new  site  was  acquired  on  Forty- 
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Second  Street,  east  of  Second  Avenue,  and  a  new  six-story  hospital  building  was  con- 
structed. The  patients  were  transferred  to  the  new  building  on  November  29,  1912  and 
the  building  was  officially  dedicated  on  December  16,  1912. 

During  the  early  years,  the  clinical  facilities  were  expanded  in  order  to  give  further 
training  to  young  physicians.  The  teaching  facilities  for  the  training  of  young  surgeons 
in  orthopedic  surgery  were  steadily  improved.  The  Rheumatic  Disease  Service  has,  since 
1945,  developed  a  program  of  training  similar  to  that  found  in  the  Orthopedic  Service. 

In  May,  1955,  the  Hospital  moved  again.  A  nine  story  building  was  erected  at  East 
Seventieth  Street  and  the  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  Drive.  The  move  was  a  result  of  an 
agreement  with  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  for  a  proximate  affiliation  between 
the  two  institutions.  In  1960,  this  was  expanded  to  include  Cornell  University.  The 
Hospital,  as  in  the  past,  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  and  continues  to  maintain 
its  identity  and  independence,  financial  and  administrative.  It  supplies  the  orthopedic  and 
rheumatic  disease  service  for  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

There  have  been  great  strides  made  in  developing  a  wider  program  of  teaching  and 
research  in  both  orthopedics  and  rheumatic  diseases.  Students  from  Cornell  Medical 
School  and  from  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  receive 
training  here  in  these  specialties. 

In  1955  the  Board  of  Managers  obtained  approval  from  the  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  for  a  School  of  Practical  Nursing.  The  graduates  of  this  School 
receive  diplomas  as  practical  nurses  and  are  filling  a  great  need  for  trained  personnel 
in  this  important  branch  of  the  nursing  profession. 

The  summer  of  1960  marked  another  milestone  in  the  history  of  the  Society.  A  new 
seven  story  building  was  completed  on  the  corner  of  East  Seventy-First  Street  and  the 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  Drive.  The  new  building,  the  Alfred  H.  Caspary  Research  Build- 
ing, houses  the  research  activities  of  the  Society,  and  the  Philip  D.  Wilson  Research 
Foundation,  and  is  devoted  to  research  in  the  field  of  crippling  diseases. 

During  the  ninety-eight  years  of  its  existence,  the  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled,  known  now  as  The  Hospital  For  Special  Surgery,  has  become  recognized 
throughout  the  world  as  a  leader  in  the  field  of  orthopedics  and  rheumatic  diseases. 
Young  doctors  have  come  to  it  for  training  from  all  over  the  United  States  and  from 
foreign  countries,  and  its  Medical  Staff  has  pioneered  in  many  fields  of  research.  Today, 
in  addition  to  its  departments  of  orthopedic  surgery  and  rheumatic  disease,  it  continues 
to  be  a  leader  in  its  treatment  of  poliomyelitis,  scoliosis,  cerebral  palsy,  demyelinating 
diseases  and  the  rehabilitation  of  the  handicapped. 
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Report  of  the  President 


J  n  1961,  we  experienced  the  highest  percentage  of  occupancy  of  any 
year  since  we  moved  from  the  old  hospital  on  42nd  Street.  Our  occupancy  was  84% 
as  compared  to  the  8 1  %  for  the  previous  year.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  number 
of  patient  days  increased  again  this  year.  If  you  will  remember,  there  were  a  total  of 
55,072  patient  days  in  1959,  a  total  of  57,044  patient  days  in  1960,  and  we  continue 
to  go  up  with  a  new  total  of  59,014  patient  days  for  1961.  This  is  an  extremely 
gratifying  trend. 

This  greater  utilization  of  our  inpatient  facilities  may  be  partially  attributed  to  the 
increasing  effectiveness  of  our  younger  attending  orthopedic  surgeons.  In  growing  num- 
bers, they  have  elected  to  remain  here  and  practice  in  the  metropoUtan  New  York  area. 
Another  favorable  factor  was  the  adjustment  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  reim- 
bursement rates  to  more  realistic  levels.  In  1961,  revenues  from  hospital  operation  rose 
to  $2,850,000  from  $2,395,000  in  1960  for  an  increase  of  $455,000.  Operating  expendi- 
tures amounted  to  $3,086,000  in  1961  as  compared  to  $2,791,000  in  1960  for  an 
increase  of  $295,000.  Happily,  therefore,  the  1961  hospital  operating  deficit  declined  to 
$236,000  as  opposed  to  $396,000  in  1960.  Net  non-operating  income  amounted  to 
$381,000  in  1961  as  against  $331,000  in  1960. 

During  the  past  year,  the  hospital  received  a  number  of  heartwarming  legacies  and 
gifts.  It  is  only  through  such  gifts  and  with  the  generous  financial  support  of  the  many 
individual  foundations  and  organizations  which  contribute  to  the  work  that  we  are  able 
to  carry  out  the  hospital's  expanding  program.  The  assistance  given  us  last  year  is 
sincerely  appreciated  by  all  of  us  connected  with  the  hospital.  As  our  work  increases, 
so  do  our  needs.  Gifts  are  needed  not  only  toward  operational  expenses,  for  patient 
care  and  clinic  services,  for  education  and  research,  but  also  for  capital  purposes. 

A  survey  of  all  the  hospital  facilities  in  New  York  was  recently  completed  by  Dr.  Ray 
Trussell,  Commissioner  of  Hospitals  for  the  City  of  New  York.  It  was  recommended 
that  a  number  of  city  hospitals  be  closed  and  the  patient  care  in  these  districts  be  taken 
over  by  voluntary  hospitals.  This  change  was  made  in  an  effort  to  provide  better  pro- 
fessional care.  Gouverneur  Hospital  has  been  taken  over  by  the  State  for  admission  of 
patients  awaiting  admission  to  Willow  Brook  and  other  State  Institutions.  A  full-time 
Director  of  the  Clinic,  Dr.  Howard  Brown,  was  appointed  and  the  clinic  is  being  entirely 
remodelled,  redecorated  and  staffed  by  Board-certified  or  Board-qualified  physicians  and 
surgeons.  All  patients  attending  this  clinic  will  be  treated  free  of  charge. 
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Dr.  Brown  made  arrangements  for  the  New  York  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  to  run  the 
Eye  Clinic  and  asked  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  to  staff  an  Orthopedic  Clinic. 
Dr.  Bernard  Jacobs  and  Dr.  Charles  Dunbar  of  our  staff  have  received  appointments  on 
the  staff  of  Beth  Israel  Hospital  and  will  run  an  Orthopedic  Clinic  at  the  Gouverneur 
Clinic  Building  at  621  Water  Street,  New  York  City,  once  a  week,  beginning  January  17, 
1962.  Clinic  sessions  will  be  increased  as  it  becomes  necessary.  An  emergency  room  is 
maintained  in  the  clinic  and  the  ambulance  service  continued.  Patients  seen  in  this  clinic 
can  be  admitted  to  Beekman  Downtown  Hospital,  Bellevue  Hospital,  Beth  Israel 
Hospital  or  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery.  Patients,  especially  children,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  on  the  recommendation  of  one  of  the 
attending  orthopedic  surgeons.  An  entirely  new  lay  clinical  staff  was  obtained  during 
the  month  of  December  and  a  new  professional  staff  is  beginning  work  in  January.  This 
is  an  entirely  new  concept  of  free  patient  care  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  attention 
and  treatment  received  by  these  patients  will  be  greatly  improved.  This  is  another  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  to  make  a  significant  contribution  in  medical 
care. 

I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  those  members  of  the  hospital  team  who  keep  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  running  smoothly,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  the  Women's  Auxiliary.  I  want  to  particularly  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  our  Director,  Mr.  T.  Gordon  Young,  whose  leadership  has  been 
exemplary.

JL  jLt  the  end  of  the  sixth  full  year  of  our  Hospital's  operation  in  its 
new  location  it  is  a  pleasure  to  review  briefly  some  of  the  main  points  of  our  continued 
progress  and  development.  The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  is  not  only  carrying  on  the 
tradition  of  the  old  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  in  providing  care 
for  many  disabled  children  and  adults,  but  is  actively  participating  in  teaching  Ortho- 
paedic Surgery  to  the  students  at  Cornell  Medical  School  and  through  the  Philip  D. 
Wilson  Research  Foundation  housed  in  the  Caspary  Research  Building,  is  actively  engaged 
in  research  along  many  lines  related  to  Orthopaedics  and  Rheumatic  Diseases. 

Before  listing  these  accomplishments  in  detail,  however,  I  should  like  to  mention  that 
since  the  new  agreement  between  Cornell  Medical  College  and  New  York  Hospital, 
and  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  and  the  Philip  D.  Wilson  Research  Foundation, 
arranged  in  June,  1960,  there  has  been  much  better  understanding  of  the  mutual  prob- 
lems involved  and  excellent  cooperation  between  all  participants. 

The  research  activities  are  intimately  associated  with  the  clinical  work  of  the  Hospital 
Staff,  but  will  be  reported  separately  by  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson,  Director  of  Research. 

Dr.  Wilson,  who  came  from  Boston  to  our  Hospital,  which  was  then  the  old  "Ruptured 
and  Crippled"  has  been  with  us  since  1934,  as  Surgeon-in-Chief  until  1955  and  since 
then  as  Director  of  Research  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  Emeritus.  Although  he  is  retiring 
as  Director  of  Research,  he  will  continue  his  interest  in  and  connection  with  the  Hospital 
and  no  one  in  the  Hospital  will  allow  him  to  really  retire.  The  present  top-notch  position 
of  the  Hospital  in  the  field  of  Orthopaedic  Surgery  and  the  unique  position  of  the 
Philip  D.  Wilson  Research  Foundation  are  the  direct  results  of  his  outstanding  leadership 
for  the  past  twenty-six  years.  As  the  Hospital  nears  its  100th  Anniversary  there  are 
many  things  of  which  we  can  be  proud,  and  many  accomplishments  to  celebrate  in  1963. 


Medical  Education  Office 

Since  the  move  of  this  Hospital  to  its  present  quarters,  the  teaching  program  has  been 
greatly  expanded  to  include  teaching  of  physical  diagnosis  to  second  year  students  and 
orthopaedics  to  third  and  fourth  year  students  who  take  elective  orthopaedics.  In  order 
to  centralize  these  teaching  activities  in  one  office,  a  Medical  Education  Office  was 
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established  in  November,  1961,  with  the  appointment  of  Miss  Johana  O.  Vettoretti  as 
Coordinator. 

Some  of  the  functions  of  this  office  are  as  follows: 

Processing  applications  of  residents  and  fellows  for  the  Resident  Selection  Committee. 

Arranging  a  Course  in  Physical  Diagnosis  for  second  year  students  and  elective 
programs  for  third  and  fourth  year  students. 

Arranging  elective  programs  for  medical  students  in  the  Research  Department. 

Arranging  meetings  and  conferences  for  the  Attending  Staff,  residents,  fellows  and 
medical  students. 

Arranging  Resident  Progress  meetings  and  special  guest  programs. 
Preparing  Residents'  Manuals. 

Preparing  a  summary  of  the  orthopaedic  training  program  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery,  formerly  the  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  since  its  establishment 
in  1863. 

The  duties  of  this  office  are  so  many  and  varied,  even  including  the  handling  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  that 
one  wonders  how  they  were  carried  out  before.  Actually,  they  were  not  done  nearly 
as  efficiently  as  they  have  been  since  this  office  has  been  established. 

Orthopaedic  Department 

During  1961  the  bed  capacity  of  the  Hospital  was  increased  from  196  to  202  and  still 
the  percentage  of  occupancy  has  remained  well  over  80%.  Actually,  this  Hospital 
should  not  run  any  closer  to  capacity  than  this  as  the  incoming  and  outgoing  of  patients 
must  maintain  a  certain  margin  of  flexibility.  Even  with  this  margin,  we  still  have  a 
number  of  patients  awaiting  admission.  The  orthopaedic  operations  continued  to  increase 
in  number  and  many  new  and  complicated  procedures  were  performed.

Department  of  Rheumatic  Diseases 

Four  clinic  sessions  a  week  with  direct  admissions  to  the  clinics  have  increased  the  work 
done  in  this  Department.  There  have  been  generous  Grants  from  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
Service,  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  Foundations  and  the 
Emily  Griggs  Foundation. 

Dr.  Marjorie  B.  Patterson  retired  as  Assistant  Attending  Physician  and  is  now  a 
member  of  our  Courtesy  Staff. 

Dr.  George  E.  Ehrlich  finished  an  extended  Research  Fellowship  and  has  been  retained 
on  the  Staff  as  Assistant  Attending  Physician. 

Fracture  Service 

Many  private  patients  with  fractures  are  at  all  times  under  treatment  in  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery.  Clinic  patients  with  fractures  are  admitted  to  the  Fracture  Service  at 
New  York  Hospital.  This  Service,  staffed  by  two  Residents  from  the  Orthopaedic  Service 
of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  and  two  of  the  Surgical  Residents  of  New  York  Hos- 
pital, is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  L.  Patterson,  Jr.  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  and  Dr.  Preston  A.  Wade  of  New  York  Hospital. 

A  large  number  of  patients  with  severe  fractures  are  treated  on  this  Service  and  a 
great  deal  of  teaching  is  provided  for  students  and  residents.  A  very  popular  Course  in 
Trauma  was  given  again  this  year  and  was  attended  by  more  than  100  Surgeons.  Research 
in  Emergency  Room  care  and  the  treatment  of  Mass  Casualties  was  continued. 

X-Ray  Department 

The  regular  work  and  special  examinations  continued  to  increase.  An  automatic  film 
processing  machine  which  turns  out  dry  film  in  6V2  minutes  has  been  installed.  This 
does  away  completely  with  wet  films  on  frames  which  were  hard  to  handle,  difficult  to 
read  and  often  ruined  before  they  were  properly  dried.  We  now  often  have  permanent 
dry  films  with  the  Roentgenologist's  reading  available  on  the  Wards  within  a  few  hours 
of  the  time  the  x-rays  were  ordered.  Previously  these  permanent  films  and  reports  were 
not  available  for  several  days. 

A  polaroid  x-ray  processing  unit  was  obtained  for  the  operating  room  which  produces 
prints  of  good  quality  in  10  seconds.  This  greatly  expedites  surgical  procedures  which 
require  x-ray  control. 
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The  addition  of  a  full-time  Associate  Radiologist  was  approved  and  this  position  will 
be  filled  by  Dr.  Paul  J.  Killoran  in  June,  1962. 

The  number  of  films  taken  in  1961  was  61,462  as  compared  to  57,142  in  1960 
and  54,625  in  1959. 


Pediatric  Service 

All  patients  under  17  years  of  age  have  pediatric  supervision.  A  Pediatric  Resident  from 
New  York  Hospital  supervises  the  general  care  of  all  children  in  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery.  There  is  very  close  cooperation  between  the  Pediatricians  and  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeons  who  determine  and  carry  out  the  conservation  or  operative  care  of  these  crippled 
children. 

The  Pediatricians  also  provide  supervision  for  any  orthopaedic  out-patients  who  are  not 
cared  for  at  New  York  Hospital  or  at  other  hospitals  or  by  their  own  private  pediatricians. 

Special  Clinics 

Each  of  the  special  clinics  have  grown  during  1961.  It  has  been  found  that  the  patients 
prefer  these  specially  organized  clinics  to  the  general  clinics. 

The  clinics  in  spastic  paralysis  and  scoliosis  have  worked  out  very  well  and  in  the  past 
year  the  hand  clinic  has  become  very  active.  There  is  a  great  advantage  in  concentrating 
patients  with  similar  or  identical  problems  under  the  care  of  a  doctor  with  a  special 
interest  in  this  problem. 

The  special  clinic  in  Metabolic  Bone  Disease  is  steadily  enlarging  and  other  special 
clinics  will  be  established  as  soon  as  the  need  for  them  becomes  evident. 


Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation 

This  Hospital  has  always  been  a  leader  in  physical  medicine,  physical  therapy  and  occu- 
pational therapy  even  before  these  services  were  called  "Rehabilitation."  The  entire  Staff 
of  our  Hospital  and  all  Departments  are  dedicated  to  the  rehabilitation  of  patients  and 
they  work  as  a  team.  The  physiotherapist,  the  occupational  therapist,  the  brace  maker 
and  the  limb  fitter  are  all  part  of  the  team  which  may  often  be  coordinated  by  the  Doctor 
of  Physical  Medicine  to  be  sure  that  the  results  of  reconstructive  surgery  are  the  best  that 
can  be  obtained. 

During  part  of  1961  Dr.  Anna  Kara  was  on  leave  of  absence  in  Turkey  where  she 
organized  a  physical  medicine  and  rehabilitation  unit  at  the  Research  Institute  of  Child 
Health  in  Ankara,  Turkey.  She  was  an  advisor  on  Public  Health  and  Rehabilitation  to 
the  Turkish  Ministry  and  in  September  she  participated  in  the  International  Conference 
on  Social  Rehabilitation  in  Warsaw,  Poland. 
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Department  of  Laboratories 

The  number  of  routine  and  special  laboratory  examinations  continued  to  increase  and 
the  accuracy  of  these  determinations  were  carefully  checked  by  Dr.  Mellors. 

The  members  of  the  Department  participated  in  teaching  and  many  presented 
research  papers. 

A  Basic  Science  Teaching  Program  for  the  Orthopaedic  Residents  was  organized  and 
was  enthusiastically  received  not  only  by  them,  but  by  many  members  of  the  Attending 
Staff. 

General 

During  1961  several  members  of  our  Staff  passed  away  and  their  loss  is  keenly  felt  by 
all  of  their  associates  at  Special  Surgery. 

Dr.  E.  A.  Rovenstein  had  for  many  years  been  a  consultant  in  Anaesthesiology. 
Dr.  Charles  Burstein  the  Head  of  our  Anaesthesiology  Department  was  trained  by  Dr. 
Rovenstein  and  is  responsible  for  our  present  excellent  anaesthesia  coverage.  Dr.  Roven- 
stein passed  away  on  November  9,  1960  and  his  personal  contribution  to  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  has  been  greatly  missed.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  one  of  his 
favorite  pupils  as  Head  of  this  Department. 

On  June  1,  1961,  Dr.  Bradley  L.  Coley  passed  away.  His  father,  Dr.  William  B.  Coley 
had  been  on  our  Hospital  Staff  from  1890  to  1933  and  Dr.  Bradley  Coley  had  carried  on 
his  work  on  the  treatment  of  bone  tumors  at  our  Hospital  and  Memorial  Hospital  untQ 
he  retired  in  1959.  He  wrote  extensively  on  bone  tumors  and  their  treatment  with  Dr. 
Norman  Higinbotham.  It  is  largely  through  his  influence  that  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  has  an  active  part  in  the  Bone  Tumor  Service  at  Memorial  Hospital.  Dr.  W.  B. 
Coley  and  his  son.  Dr.  Bradley  L.  Coley,  in  their  life  long  work  on  bone  tumors  have 
added  a  great  deal  to  the  prestige  of  our  Hospital.  Their  work  on  the  bone  tumor 
service  at  Memorial  Hospital  is  being  continued  by  Dr.  Norman  Higinbotham  and  Dr. 
Kenneth  C.  Francis  of  our  Hospital  Staff.  Each  of  our  Orthopaedic  Residents  as  part 
of  their  training  serve  several  months  on  this  Bone  Tumor  Service. 

On  November  1,  1961,  Dr.  Stanley  Pohlidal  died  in  our  Hospital.  He  had  received 
his  Orthopaedic  training  here  from  1950-1953.  He  had  made  a  fine  name  for  himself 
and  for  our  Hospital  in  Easton,  Pennsylvania,  before  he  returned  to  us  for  treatment 
during  his  terminal  illness. 

As  we  approach  our  100th  Anniversary,  we  look  forward  to  a  rewarding  research 
effort  and  continued  progress  in  the  care  of  the  sick.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Research 


it  is  now  nearly  two  years  since  we  moved  into  and  occupied  the 
new  adjoining  Alfred  H.  Caspary  Research  Building.  The  purpose  underlying  this  devel- 
opment is  the  Prevention  and  Better  Treatment  of  Diseases  and  Deformities  of  the 
Musculo-skeletal  System.  It  is  important  to  review  the  activities  of  the  Research  Depart- 
ment during  this  period  and  see  what  progress  has  been  made. 

It  should  be  stated  at  the  outset  that  the  development  of  our  research  program  in  the 
orthopaedic  field  and  its  implementation  are  awaiting  the  appointment  of  the  new 
Research  Director.  The  desired  qualifications  for  this  man  are  complete  training  in 
Orthopaedic  Surgery  as  well  as  training  and  experience  in  at  least  one  field  of  basic 
Medical  Science.  There  are  only  a  few  persons  who  have  this  double  qualification  and 
who  can  be  persuaded  to  accept  the  big  challenge  represented  by  this  appointment.  We 
are  making  an  extensive  search  and  I  have  little  doubt  that  our  efi'orts  will  be  rewarded 
in  the  near  future. 

In  the  meantime  the  present  Director  has  been  carrying  out  his  duties  on  an  interim 
basis.  We  have  made  efforts  to  meet  the  obvious  needs  in  the  fields  of  the  Basic  Sciences 
but  have  tried  to  avoid  making  commitments  that  would  handicap  the  new  Director 
when  he  arrives  and  also  to  maintain  sufficient  unallocated  space  in  the  building  to 
permit  of  its  development  according  to  his  wishes. 

We  have  been  able  to  enlist  eight  research  scientists  of  the  highest  calibre  and  install 
them  on  a  full-time  basis  in  beautifully  designed  and  fully  equipped  laboratories  where 
they  have  been  given  every  possible  support.  Considering  the  short  time  that  has  elapsed, 
this  is  no  mean  achievement. 

We  have  also  enrolled  two  additional  medical  scientists  who  are  working  in  the  field  of 
collagen  disease  and  two  orthopaedic  research  fellows  who  are  working  on  problems  of 
bone  transplantation.  We  have  also  provided  space  for  biological  studies  on  the  part  of 
several  of  the  orthopaedic  resident  surgeons. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  list  of  publications  printed  elsewhere  in  this  report,  definite 
results  are  being  obtained  which  merit  publication  in  the  best  medical  and  scientific 
journals.  The  number  of  papers  from  the  Department  published  during  the  year  was  15. 

All  of  the  members  of  our  Research  Staff  whether  holding  M.D.  or  Ph.D.  degrees, 
hold  academic  titles  in  the  Cornell  Medical  College,  just  as  do  the  members  of  the 
Clinical  Staff.  Several  of  them  have  been  requested  to  participate  in  the  teaching  of  the 
undergraduate  medical  students  in  the  fields  of  pathology,  micro-biology  and  physiology. 
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We  are  thus  making  a  contribution  to  the  educational  program  of  the  College  in  the 
Science  Fields  as  well  as  in  the  clinical  branches. 

One  of  the  most  important  benefits  derived  from  association  with  this  new  Research 
Program  is  the  educational  value  of  close  contacts  between  the  members  of  the  scientific 
and  the  clinical  staff  and  the  knowledge  of  advances  in  the  purely  scientific  branches 
that  seeps  across  in  the  course  of  conversation.  Knowledge  of  advances  in  Research  is 
imparted  also  at  monthly  scientific  seminars  conducted  by  the  various  staff  scientists, 
which  are  held  in  conjunction  with  the  medical  staff.  In  addition  a  course  of  1 2  lectures 
on  basic  sciences  has  been  organized  and  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Residents  and  Junior 
Staff  Members  and  is  conducted  jointly  by  members  of  the  Scientific  and  Medical  Staff. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  make  special  acknowledgment  of  the  services  of  Dr. 
Robert  C.  Mellors  who  was  appointed  to  the  Hospital  staff  in  1958.  He  occupies  the 
dual  positions  of  Pathologist  and  Director  of  Laboratories,  and  of  Associate  Director 
and  Senior  Staff  Scientist  in  the  Research  Department.  His  chief  field  of  activity  is 
Immuno-pathology  and  since  this  is  too  large  a  field  to  be  encompassed  by  a  single 
investigator  he  needed  collaboration  from  scientists  in  other  disciplines.  He  was  given 
full  authority  to  organize  a  Division  of  Immuno-pathology  and  Micro-biology.  This 
resulted  in  the  appointment  of  Fred  Rapp,  Ph.D.,  Micro-biologist,  Leonhard  Korngold, 
Ph.D.,  Immunologist  and  James  Harkin,  M.D.,  Assistant  Pathologist  and  Electron- 
microscopist.  Each  of  these  scientists  pursues  investigation  in  his  own  field  while  at  the 
same  time  being  available  for  consultation  or  work  on  mutual  problems  in  collaboration 
with  Dr.  Mellors.  At  the  same  time  Drs.  Harkin,  Rapp  and  Korngold  give  service  to 
the  Clinical  Laboratories  of  the  Hospital  in  their  own  fields. 

This  has  been  a  most  harmonious  arrangement  and  has  worked  both  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Hospital  and  of  the  Research  Department.  Unfortunately,  this  team  is  to  undergo 
its  first  loss  in  July,  1962  when  Dr.  Harkin  moves  to  New  Orleans  to  accept  an  appoint- 
ment in  the  Department  of  Pathology  at  the  Medical  School  of  Tulane  University. 

Doctor  Mellors  was  appointed  Associate  Professor  of  Pathology  in  the  Cornell  Medi- 
cal College  when  he  first  joined  the  Hospital  Staff  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  full 
Professor  in  1961.  As  Director  of  Laboratories  he  has  improved  the  work  of  the  clinical 
laboratories  to  a  high  level  of  accuracy  which  he  checks  periodically  by  sending  in  a 
number  of  screening  tests  for  determination.  He  has  been  reliable  in  the  diagnosis  of 
difficult  pathological  conditions.  He  has  also  been  responsible  for  organizing  and 
directing  the  Course  in  Basic  Medical  Science  for  the  Residents. 

In  his  research  activities  he  has  been  productive  and  his  work  has  been  of  the  highest 
quality.  He  made  a  real  breakthrough  in  1960  when  he  demonstrated  for  the  first  time 
the  cellular  production  of  rheumatoid  factor  by  the  plasma  cells  of  the  synovial  mem- 
brane which  lines  the  diseased  joints  and  by  the  cells  of  the  germinal  centers  of  the  lymph 
nodes  of  patients  with  rheumatoid  arthritis.  For  this  he  was  awarded  the  Kappa  Delta 
Prize  by  the  American  Academy  of  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  its  meeting  in  January 
1962,  for  outstanding  research  related  to  Orthopaedics.  He  is  moving  ahead  in  other 
fields  of  investigation  and  I  look  forward  to  other  achievements  from  his  laboratories. 
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Finances 


The  statement  of  the  financial  accounts  of  the  Research  Department  and  of  the  Philip  D. 
Wilson  Research  Foundation  is  published  elsewhere  in  this  report.  As  far  as  income  is 
concerned  we  continue  to  be  heavily  dependent  upon  funds  received  from  the  Helen 
Bicknell  Trust  and  from  the  William  R.  Coe  Trust.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  our  debt 
of  thanks  to  these  legators  who  were  such  devoted  friends  of  the  Hospital  and  who  had 
the  vision  to  see  the  benefits  that  might  result  from  expanded  research  in  the  field  of 
crippling  diseases.  We  also  received  approximately  $20,000  through  private  gifts  and 
contributions  which  were  ear-marked  for  Research  purposes. 

Grants  chiefly  from  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  through  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health,  from  the  U.  S.  Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  from  various  Foundations 
amounted  to  $270,450.45.  We  are  grateful  to  obtain  these  grants  for  the  support  of  our 
Research  Projects  even  though  the  overhead  cost  to  the  Department  far  exceeds  the 
15%  overhead  allowed  by  the  U.  S.  Government. 

When  all  financial  transactions  were  completed  and  the  accounts  closed  at  the  end 
of  the  year  we  found  that  our  expenses  totalled  $542,791.63  before  depreciation  and 
that  there  had  been  a  deficit  amounting  to  $61,811.74  which  the  Hospital  made  up 
with  an  advance  from  its  general  funds.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Hospital  to  continue 
indefinitely  to  make  up  deficits  such  as  the  Research  Department  has  shown  in  1960 
and  1961  and  this  points  up  the  necessity  for  trying  to  obtain  donations  to  Capital 
which  will  give  the  Research  Department  more  annual  income. 

A  brief  account  of  the  work  done  by  members  of  our  Research  Staff  in  1961  is  given 
in  the  pages  that  follow. 

RESEARCH  PROJECTS 

I.  Division  of  Rheumatic  Diseases  —  Richard  H.  Freyberg,  m.d., 
Assistant  Director  of  Research 

( 1 )  Clinical  Studies 

An  intensive  study  of  the  involvement  of  the  crycoarytenoid  joints  in  rheumatoid 
disease  has  been  completed  by  Drs.  Harry  Bienenstock,  George  Ehrlich  and  Richard 
Freyberg.  The  frequent  occurrence  of  hoarseness,  dysphonia,  stridor  and  dyspnea  in 
patients  with  rheumatoid  arthritis  was  shown  by  indirect  laryngoscopy  to  be  due  to 
characteristic  rheumatoid  inflammation  of  the  crycoarytenoid  joints,  in  the  majority  of 
rheumatoid  patients  with  these  symptoms.  Post  mortem  gross  examination  and  histologic 
studies  of  the  larynx  of  eight  patients  with  classical  rheumatoid  arthritis  who  died  from 
various  causes,  revealed  that  in  seven  of  these  patients  there  were  typical  pathologic 
changes  in  the  crycoarytenoid  joints  —  pathologic  changes  exactly  the  same  as  found  in 
extremity  joints  involved  in  the  rheumatoid  process;  in  some  instances  the  destructive 
changes  were  severe.  The  importance  of  this  rheumatoid  involvement  of  the  crycoaryte- 
noid joints  was  reported  at  the  interim  scientific  session  of  the  American  Rheumatism 
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Association  in  December  1961,  and  will  be  presented  in  a  scientific  exhibit  at  the  annual 
convention  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  in  June  1962. 

Results  of  the  benefit  of  relaxin  —  a  hormone  elaborated  by  the  ovaries  of  pregnant 
animals  —  when  administered  to  patients  with  scleroderma,  particularly  in  relieving  Ray- 
mond's phenomena  and  healing  trophic  ulcers,  has  been  summarized  for  publication  by 
Drs.  A.  Rivelis,  B.  Rogoff  and  C.  Traeger. 

Studies  of  abnormal  globulin  formation  and  associated  serologic  reactions  in  102 
relatives  of  patients  with  scleroderma  has  been  summarized  by  Drs.  Josue  Corcos, 
William  Robbins,  Bernard  Rogoff  and  Ralph  Heimer.  They  found  that  36  per  cent  of 
relatives  had  significant  hypergammaglobulinemia  and  that  13  per  cent  had  macro- 
globulins  which  gave  a  positive  serologic  reaction  to  the  rheumatoid  factor  by  the  latex 
fixation  test. 

Drs.  Emanuel  Rudd  and  Ralph  Heimer  found  a  high  incidence  of  positive  tests  for 
the  rheumatoid  factor  by  latex  fixation  in  elderly  people  who  did  not  have  clinical  illness 
characteristic  of  rheumatoid  disease.  The  significance  of  this  finding  is  not  clear.  Further 
studies  are  planned  to  explain  this  finding. 

The  administration  of  a  potent  pituitary  growth  hormone  was  found  by  Dr.  William 
Kammerer  to  be  beneficial  to  the  child  whose  growth  is  stunted  by  rheumatoid  arthritis. 
The  results  of  this  investigation  are  to  be  reported  at  the  June  1962  scientific  session  of 
the  American  Rheumatism  Association. 

The  clinical  value  and  detrimental  eff'ects  of  several  new  corticosteroids,  used  both 
systematically  and  intra-articularly,  is  being  critically  evaluated  by  Drs.  C.  Bemtsen, 
H.  Bienenstock,  George  Ehrlich  and  R.  Freyberg. 

(2)  Laboratory  for  Study  of  Collagen  —  Sidney  Rothbard,  m.d.,  and  Robert  F.  Watson, 
M.D.,  Experimental  Studies  on  Rheumatic  Fever  and  Other  Connective  Tissue 
Diseases 

At  the  request  of  the  editors,  a  review  article,  "Experimental  Studies  in  Rheumatic 
Fever"  was  prepared  for  publication  in  "Progress  in  Cardiovascular  Diseases"  (4:464- 
483,  1962).  Special  attention  was  given  to  recent  papers  pertinent  to  the  pathogenesis 
of  this  disease,  and  an  extensive  bibliography  was  included. 

Work  on  the  distribution  of  antibody  to  rat  collagen  injected  into  rats,  mentioned  in 
last  year's  report,  has  now  been  completed  and  is  being  prepared  for  publication.  A 
preliminary  report  of  this  material  was  presented  in  Washington,  D.  C,  at  the  Eighth 
Interim  Scientific  Session  of  the  American  Rheumatism  Association  in  December,  1961. 
Antibody  to  rat  collagen  prepared  in  rabbits  and  injected  into  the  circulation  of  normal 
and  adjuvant-prepared  rats  was  found  by  the  fluorescent  antibody  technic  to  be  widely 
distributed.  It  was  present  at  sites  where  collagen  and  reticulin  normally  occur  in  all 
organs  and  tissues  examined,  including  the  heart  and  synovia  of  the  joints.  The  anti- 
body was  never  seen  within  cells.  Appropriate  controls  confirmed  the  specificity  of  the 
antibody  localization.  These  findings  indicate  that  collagen  and  reticulin,  if  not  identical, 
at  least  have  a  common  antigen. 

Current  studies  are  directed  towards  the  species  specificity  of  collagen.  Earlier  inves- 
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tigations  had  established  by  complement  fixation  that  collagen  exhibited  such  specificity, 
but  completion  of  the  studies  was  hampered  by  anticomplementary  factors  in  sera  con- 
taining antibodies  against  certain  animal  collagens.  However,  we  have  found  that  even 
in  these  anticomplementary  sera  collagen,  antibody,  injected  in  vivo  or  applied  in  vitro, 
can  be  specifically  identified  by  the  fluorescent  antibody  technic.  This  observation  will 
enable  us  to  complete  the  study  of  species  specificity  of  human  and  various  animal 
collagens. 

(3)  Laboratory  for  Study  of  Fibroblasts  —  William  C.  Robbins,  m.d. 

Studies  on  collagen  biosynthesis  by  tissue  culture,  employing  light  microscopy,  phase 
contrast  and  immunofluorescent  techniques,  has  continued.  Cytoplasmic  bodies  with 
the  tinctorial  properties  of  collagen  have  been  identified,  and  two  types  of  these  granules 
have  been  studied  and  characterized  by  phase  microscopy  in  living  fibroblasts.  Attempts 
are  in  progress  to  further  identify  collagen  within  these  cytoplasmic  structures  by 
labelling  with  fluoresceinated  antibody  to  collagen. 

In  connection  with  the  interest  in  the  abnormal  immunology  in  these  diseases,  this 
laboratory  has  been  performing  an  important  service  to  the  medical  center  by  determin- 
ing antinuclear  antibody  and  gamma  globulin  levels  in  the  sera  of  many  patients  with 
connective  tissue  diseases.  It  is  hoped  that  further  information  can  be  obtained  about 
these  diseases  of  unknown  etiology  by  correlation  of  the  serological  abnormalities  with 
the  clinical  features,  and  by  further  study  of  the  families  of  these  patients. 

(4)  Rheumatic  Disease  Laboratory  —  Ralph  Heimer,  ph.d. 

The  following  are  the  highlights  of  the  year's  work.  Much  of  the  credit  for  it  belongs 
to  Drs.  Francoise  May  Levin,  Carlo  Nosenzo,  Josue  Corcos  and  Misses  Adela  Leibman 
and  Anita  Primack. 

INHIBITION  OF  COMPLEMENT  FIXATION:  Human  sera  contain  substances  which  inhibit 
complement  fixation  reactions.  Study  of  these  substances  by  us  have  revealed  that  all 
human  sera  contain  at  least  two  such  substances,  but  that  sera  of  individuals  with  rheuma- 
toid arthritis  contain  still  another  inhibitor.  This  substance  was  found  to  be  responsible 
for  the  marked  difference  in  inhibitory  behavior  of  normal  and  "rheumatoid"  sera.  The 
substance  has  now  been  isolated,  and  has  the  physico-chemical  characteristics  of  rheu- 
matoid factor.  The  substance  however  has  quite  a  different  biological  activity.  Purified 
rheumatoid  factor,  moreover,  lacks  the  ability  to  inhibit  complement  fixation.  The 
substance  discovered  and  isolated  in  our  laboratories  promises  a  fruitful  approach  to 
the  baffling  problem  of  hypersensitivity,  which  seems  inextricably  interwoven  in  the 
causitive  mechanism  of  rheumatoid  disease. 

BENCE-JONES  PROTEINS:  Work  On  these  characteristic  urinary  proteins  of  multiple 
myeloma  has  been  under  way  in  collaboration  with  members  of  the  staff  of  Cornell 
Medical  College.  An  explanation  has  been  found  for  the  unique  behavior  of  these  sub- 
stances in  boiling  solutions.  The  finding  might  pave  the  way  to  a  better  understanding 
of  the  circumstances  under  which  these  substances  are  formed  in  vivo. 
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scleroderma:  In  collaboration  with  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Division  of 
Rheumatic  Diseases,  a  family  study  of  scleroderma  has  revealed  that  this  disease  is 
accompanied  by  marked  elevation  of  gammaglobulin  levels  not  only  in  patients  but  also 
in  many  of  their  blood  relatives.  Lack  of  control  of  gammaglobulin  production  may 
well  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  nature  of  this  disturbance. 

RHEUMATOID  FACTORS  IN  OLD  AGE:  In  collaboration  with  Dr.  Emmanuel  Rudd,  a 
high  incidence  of  rheumatoid  factor-like  globulins  was  found  in  the  sera  of  individuals 
of  advanced  age.  The  study,  of  much  interest  to  geriatrics,  revealed  for  the  first  time 
that  protein  metabolism  and  perhaps  even  auto-immune  processes,  as  already  suggested 
by  Nobel-laureate  F.  M.  Burnet,  may  be  important  in  aging. 

II.  Orthopedic  Division  —  Philip  D.  Wilson,  m.d..  Director 

( 5 )  Clinical  Studies 

Cerebral  Palsy  Service  —  William  Cooper,  M.D. 

The  following  clinical  studies  were  undertaken  in  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Service  during 
1961: 

1.  William  Cooper,  m.d.  and  Leon  Root,  m.d.:  Obstetric  Implications  of  Cerebral 
Palsy.  This  involved  a  review  of  50  patients  in  the  cerebral  palsy  clinic  who  had  been 
delivered  at  New  York  Hospital.  The  available  obstetrical  records  are  very  detailed  and 
have  allowed  the  establishment  of  some  significant  relationships  between  the  birth 
process  and  subsequent  neurologic  abnormalities.  The  project  is  almost  ready  to  be 
reported. 

2.  William  Cooper,  m.d.  and  George  D.  Rovere,  m.d.:  Genetic  Implications  of  Cere- 
bral Palsy.  This  is  a  comprehensive  review  of  all  patients  on  the  cerebral  palsy  service 
where  there  is  multiple  incidence  of  cerebral  palsy  or  associated  congenital  abnormalities 
in  families.  The  number  of  such  instances  is  significant  and  follow  well-defined  patterns. 
The  project  started  in  1961  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  1962. 

Congenital  Hip  Disease  in  the  Navajo  Indians  —  William  D.  Arnold,  m.d., 
and  Robert  H.  Freiberger,  m.d. 

Doctors  Arnold  and  Freiberger  continued  their  studies  of  congenital  hip  disease  among 
the  Navajo  Indians.  At  the  present  time  they  have  surveyed  well  over  1000  of  the  tribe 
and  have  found  approximately  5%  of  the  children  to  be  bom  with  congenital  defects 
of  the  hip.  In  addition  they  have  also  obtained  considerable  information  on  the  natural 
history  of  acetabular  dysplasia  in  the  untreated  population.  The  initial  report  on  this 
subject  was  presented  at  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  on  Alumni  Day,  1962,  and  in 
conjunction  with  Dr.  Freiberger  and  the  members  of  Dr.  McDermott's  staff  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  of  the  Cornell  Medical  College  it  is  intended  to  submit  this 
study  when  completed  to  an  appropriate  medical  journal  for  publication. 
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Follow-Up  Study  of  Patients  with  Slipped  Femoral  Capital  Epiphysis  — 
Bernard  Jacobs,  m.d.,  Philip  D.  Wilson,  m.d.,  and  Philip  D.  Wilson, 
Jr.,  M.D. 

This  follow-up  study  of  300  patients  is  nearly  complete  and  the  authors  have  been 
successful  in  obtaining  a  high  percentage  of  patient  revisits  with  many  representing 
long  term  results.  It  is  hoped  that  the  analysis  of  the  results  will  provide  authoritative 
answers  to  some  of  the  questions  that  are  bothering  surgeons  who  have  to  treat  these 
cases  and  solutions  of  many  of  the  problems  that  are  encountered.  It  is  proposed  to 
assemble  the  results  in  the  form  of  a  scientific  exhibit  which  will  be  shown  at  some  of 
the  large  medical  meetings  during  1962. 

Various  other  projects  of  clinical  Research  are  in  progress  at  the  Hospital  but  they 
will  not  be  mentioned  here  until  complete  or  nearing  completion. 

(6)  Intracranial  Transplantation  of  Homografts  —  Eugene  M.  Lance,  M.D. 

The  program  is  designed  to  study  the  results  of  homogenous  transplantation  to  an 
intracranial  site.  Previous  reports  have  indicated  the  importance  of  a  primary  lymphatic 
drainage  in  the  initiation  of  the  immune  response  which  culminates  in  homograft  rejec- 
tion. The  fact  that  the  intracranial  contents  lack  primary  lymphatic  drainage  might 
make  this  location  a  privileged  site  for  homografts.  Indeed  preliminary  information 
tends  to  support  this  hypothesis.  The  importance  lies  both  in  the  possibility  of  clinical 
application,  as  well  as  a  research  tool  to  elucidate  the  basic  factors  involved  in  transplan- 
tation immunity. 

Thyroid  and  parathyroid  tissues  have  been  homografted  intracranially  in  rabbits  and 
dogs.  Subsequently  the  animals  were  subjected  to  parathryoidectomy  and  thyroidectomy, 
and  the  clinical  and  laboratory  effects  noted.  After  a  suitable  lapse  of  time,  the  animals 
were  sacrificed  and  microscopic  preparations  examined  for  histologic  evidence  of  absence 
or  presence  of  homograft  rejection.  Additional  studies  will  include  radioautography  to 
determine  function,  and  use  of  the  fluorescent  labelling  technique  to  rule  out  the  forma- 
tion of  antibodies  to  the  grafted  tissue. 

Eff'ort  thus  far  has  resulted  in  development  of  the  operative  technique  involved,  and 
preparation  of  approximately  twelve  completed  studies.  The  animals  which  have  been 
sacrificed  at  the  time  of  this  report  show  histologic  preservation  of  thyroid  homografted 
tissue  and  microscopic  evidence  of  function.  Work  will  continue  and  as  the  technique  is 
perfected  and  proves  reliable  the  investigation  will  be  expanded  to  study  the  basic  prob- 
lems involved  in  the  field  of  transplantation. 

(7)  Tissue  Transplantation  Laboratory  —  Allan  E.  Inglis,  M.D. 

Studies  made  during  the  last  year  emphasized  the  immunology  of  normal  bone.  Three 
aspects  of  the  osseous  tissue  immunity  problem  were  investigated.  First,  the  develop- 
ment of  an  assay  for  the  degree  of  the  immune  response  at  the  site  of  the  bone  graft; 
second,  the  effect  of  the  immune  response  on  new  bone  formation;  third,  whether  the 
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homograft  per  se  is  able  to  make  a  cellular  contribution  to  new  bone  formation  and 
under  what  circumstances. 

A  good  working  model  was  developed  whereby  the  immune  response  of  the  bone 
grafts  could  be  assayed  and  the  level  of  the  immune  response  measured.  Diffusion  cham- 
ber studies  in  rats  demonstrated  that  the  cells  in  bone  homografts  could  survive  for  long 
periods  and  that  they  were  able  to  make  a  significant  contribution  to  new  bone  formation. 
During  these  studies  certain  large  cells  resembling  immature  lymphocytes  or  plasma  cells 
were  observed  to  appear  around  the  chamber  only  in  association  with  the  homografts 
and  not  with  the  autogenous  grafts.  The  role  of  these  cells  in  the  immune  response  is 
currently  under  investigation. 

(8)  Clinic  for  Study  of  Disorders  of  Bone  Metabolism  —  'Sames  A.  Nicholas,  m.d., 
Clinical  Director,  Paul  Saville,  m.d.,  Attending  Physician,  Konstantin  P.  Veliskakis, 
M.D.,  Felix  Bronner,  ph.d.,  Nutritional  Biochemist. 

The  operation  of  the  Clinic  for  the  Study  of  Bone  Disorders  was  described  in  last 
year's  report  at  some  length  and  will  not  be  repeated  here.  It  is  sufficient  to  state  that 
it  continued  its  weekly  meetings  in  the  Outpatient  Department  during  1961  and  fol- 
lowed twenty-three  patients  of  whom  seven  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  for  thorough 
work-up  and  balance  studies.  The  number  of  Hospital  Days  was  486. 

A  new  method  of  analysis  of  the  results  of  such  studies  has  been  developed  and  is 
providing  information  which  should  be  of  real  value  in  helping  in  the  management  of 
the  patients. 

(9)  Laboratory  of  Mineral  Metabolism  —  YeWx.  Bronner,  ph.d. 

In  1961  the  Laboratories  for  the  Study  of  Mineral  Metabolism  completed  certain 
phases  of  the  work  with  patients  dealing  with  the  broad  area  of  calcium  metabolism, 
and  initiated  in  vitro  studies  with  bone. 

A.  Clinical  Studies 

1 .    THEORETICAL  STUDIES 

A  detailed  theoretical  analysis  of  Ca  metabolism  in  man  has  been  completed.  Based 
upon  the  many  studies  and  analyses  done  here  over  the  past  three  years,  it  provides  a 
firm  theoretical  framework  for  allowing  us  to  measure  the  important  parameters  of  Ca 
metabolism,  i.e.  bone  formation  and  bone  resorption  rates,  Ca  absorption  and  its  secre- 
tion into  the  bowel,  urinary  and  fecal  excretion,  and  the  sizes  and  rates  of  exchange  of 
the  compartments  making  up  the  exchangeable  Ca  pool.  Future  work  will  allow  testing 
some  of  the  assumptions  that  have  gone  into  this  analysis. 

This  work  was  done  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Jean-Paul  Aubert  of  the  Pasteur 
Institute,  Paris  and  Dr.  Leon  RichcIIe  from  the  University  of  Liege,  Belgium  who  is 
working  as  a  Helen  Hay  Whitney  Fellow.

2.  EXPERIMENTAL  FINDINGS 

It  has  been  possible  to  define  precisely  the  relationship  that  exists  between  skeletal 
and  Ca  metabolism  in  a  fashion  so  as  to  express  all  of  the  parameters  of  Ca  metabolism 
as  a  function  of  the  bone  formation  rate.  In  addition  it  has  been  found  that  bone  forma- 
tion and  bone  resorption  are  related  to  each  other  and  to  the  Ca  balance.  This  indicates 
what  appears  to  be  a  fundamental  interrelation  between  the  intensity  of  bone  renewal 
and  Ca  balance.  In  other  words,  when  patients  are  losing  Ca  from  the  skeleton,  the  rate 
at  which  bone  is  renewed  is  small;  contrariwise,  when  patients  store  Ca  in  their  bodies, 
bone  renewal  is  high.  Moreover,  there  is  a  general  age  dependence,  high  rates  of  bone 
renewal  and  good  Ca  retention  being  associated  with  younger  individuals,  whereas 
poor  or  negative  retention  and  low  rates  of  bone  renewal  are  associated  with  older 
individuals,  many  of  whom  have  osteoporosis. 

It  appears  that  in  individuals  with  scoliosis  treated  in  this  Hospital,  the  Ca  metabolism 
of  these  individuals  returns  to  normal  toward  the  end  of  the  treatment  period. 

Attempts  at  treating  postmenopausal  osteoporosis  with  estrogen  have  been  unsuccess- 
ful in  terms  of  Ca  metabolism;  indeed  this  treatment,  whether  on  a  long-  or  a  short-term 
basis,  seems  to  have  diminished  the  rate  of  bone  renewal.

3.  STRONTIUM  STUDIES 

We  now  have  completed  analysis  of  the  pertinent  work  dealing  with  a  comparison  of 
Ca  and  Sr  metabolism  in  humans.  This  has  confirmed  what  we  reported  in  preliminary 
fashion  previously,  i.e.  that  strontium  metabolism  differs  from  Ca  metabolism  in  many 
important  points.  It  therefore  seems  impractical  to  use  strontium  as  a  tracer  in  Ca 
studies.  This  work  was  done  in  collaboration  with  Drs.  L.  Richelle,  J.  Aubert,  P.  Saville, 
J.  Nicholas  and  J.  Cobb. 

The  clinical  studies  have  been  supported  by  our  institution,  the  U.  S.  Atomic  Energy 
Commission,  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  and  the  National  Dairy  Council. 

B.  EXPERIMENTAL  STUDIES  WITH  BONE 

In  an  attempt  to  better  understand  the  nature  of  the  bone  mineral  and  its  relation  to 
the  organic  bone  matrix,  studies  were  initiated  to  determine  the  uptake  of  Ca*"'  by  bone 
powder  under  precise  and  well-defined  conditions.  Previous  findings  were  confirmed 
and  extended.  Thus  it  was  found  that  diaphyseal  bone  powder  behaves  alike  in  all 
species  tested  so  far.  When  these  studies  were  done  with  ashed  bone  powder,  Ca*^ 
exchange  amounted  to  approximately  8%,  but  this  exchange  was  reduced  to  about  1% 
with  untreated  whole  bone  powder.  In  whole  bone  powder  from  animals  treated  with 
parathyroid  hormone,  the  exchange  was  significantly  higher  than  1%.  This  finding, 
along  with  observations  made  on  the  specific  activity  of  fractions  of  bone  powder, 
separated  on  the  basis  of  differences  in  specific  density  (i.e.  difl'erences  in  degree  of 
calcification)  has  given  additional  support  to  certain  hypotheses  concerning  the  inter- 
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relation  of  the  bone  mineral  with  the  bone  matrix.  We  hope  to  extend  these  studies  by 
other  means,  e.g.  infra-red  spectrophotometry,  and  ultimately  to  approach  the  problem 
of  what  ultrastructure  in  bone  can  be  correlated  with  the  integrated  in  vivo  measure- 
ments performed  in  patients.

Fellow. 

Publications  dealing  with  all  of  the  work  are  in  preparation. 

(10)  Laboratory  of  Analytical  Biochemistry  —  Charles  J.  Umberger,  ph.d. 

Experimental  work  during  the  year  was  directed  toward  completing  some  of  the  long 
term  activities  of  the  research  program. 

Studies  on  the  metabolism  of  glycine  and  hippuric  acid  (in  collaboration  with  Frank 
Fiorese,  ph.d.)  were  reported  in  the  Journal  of  Clinical  Chemistry.  The  new  application 
of  a  colorimetric  method  for  hippuric  acid  to  clinical  cases  cleared  up  some  of  the  early 
discrepancies  on  the  post-operative  behavior  of  hippuric  acid.  It  was  found  that  the 
hippuric  acid  as  determined  by  conventional  procedures  actually  consists  of  a  mixture  of 
closely  related  amido  structures  conjugated  with  amino  acids  other  than  glycine.  Evi- 
dence that  the  accepted  glycine  detoxification  process  is  only  one  general  type  of 
conjugation  in  the  body  was  obtained  by  comparing  findings  of  the  newer,  specific 
colorimetric  method  with  earlier  analytical  methods. 

Findings  in  the  clinical  studies  on  the  urinary  excretion  of  N-methylated  pyridines 
by  Giovanni  Marsigli,  m.d.  furnished  evidence  that  N-methylation  occurring  in  the 
liver  is  not  an  index  of  liver  function  as  has  been  proposed.  The  excretion  of  these 
compounds  was  very  low  in  cirrhosis,  as  reported,  but  exceptionally  high  values  were 
obtained  in  hepatitis  when  all  other  liver  function  tests  were  indicative  of  dysfunction. 
An  unexplained  finding  was  the  complete  disappearance  of  niacin  and  nicotinic  acid 
metabolites  from  the  urine  in  rheumatoid  patients  on  steroid  therapy.  The  conflicting 
reports  in  the  literature  concerning  the  chemical  nature  of  the  N-methylated  products 
is  due  to  binding  of  the  excreted  products  with  urea.  A  report  of  our  metabolic  research 
on  this  subject,  clarifying  the  situation,  has  been  accepted  for  publication. 

Early  attempts  to  develop  a  reliable  method  for  measuring  steroid  levels  in  blood  in 
post-operative  stress  cases  showed  that  cholesterol  and  esters  interfered  with  the  avail- 
able analytical  methods.  In  attempts  to  avoid  lipid  interference  by  substituting  perchloric 
acid  for  sulfuric  acid  in  the  steroid  reagents,  it  was  observed  that  the  perchloric  acid 
reacts  with  cholesterol  (under  certain  controlled  conditions)  with  formation  of  a  deep 
red  color.  Difficulties  in  the  determination  of  blood  cholesterol  in  the  hospital  clinical 
laboratory  initiated  a  study  of  this  perchloric  acid  reaction  in  an  efi'ort  to  develop  a 
more  reliable  quantitative  procedure.  Studies  by  Dr.  Lorenzo  Galante  on  the  mechanism 
of  the  action  of  perchloric  acid  on  cholesterol  led  to  the  development  of  a  reagent  mix- 
ture which  is  not  only  quantitative  but  yields  a  spectrophotometric  absorption  curve 
which  is  close  to  a  spectral  red.  The  purity  of  the  color  and  the  speed  of  the  reaction 
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results  in  an  improved  qualitative  method,  while  the  nearly  monochromatic  nature  of 
the  absorption  furnishes  a  qualitative  evaluation  for  detecting  interferences. 

Comparative  analyses  carried  out  on  hospital  patients  showed  that  the  solvent 
extractable  substances  (other  than  cholesterol  and  its  esters)  influenced  the  color  in  the 
standard  clinical  analysis  and  this  interference  also  carried  over  to  the  more  involved 
digitonide  modification. 

The  fact  that  both  methods  yielded  comparable  and  reproducible  results  on  standard 
cholesterol  solution  while  deviating  markedly  on  blood  samples  indicated  that  the  ques- 
tionable reliability  of  cholesterol  analysis  in  clinical  evaluations  was  due  to  variable 
color  developing  components  in  the  patients  blood.  Further  work  is  being  pursued  in 
the  clinical  laboratory  to  determine  whether  this  variability  is  related  to  the  clinical 
picture. 

What  was  initiated  as  a  preliminary  survey  by  Dr.  J.  Paul  Harvey,  Jr.  into  the  use  of 
skiodan  in  myelographic  examinations  furnished  evidence  to  justify  a  full  scale  investiga- 
tion of  the  problem.  Studies  on  dogs  showed  that  the  readily  absorbed  methyl  iodo 
sulfonate  was  rapidly  broken  down  in  the  body  as  indicated  by  the  increase  in  circulating 
iodide  ion.  Less  than  40%  of  the  drug  could  be  recovered  from  the  urine  during  24 
hours  following  injection.  This  suggested  a  significant  iodine  uptake  which  probably  in- 
volves the  thyroid.  The  excreted  products  consisted  of  roughly  two  parts  inorganic 
iodides  to  one  part  organic  bound  iodine.  Marked  elevation  of  inorganic  sulfates  is  con- 
sistent with  degradation  of  the  compound.  The  study  suggested  that  a  similar  but  less 
polar  type  of  iodo  sulfonate  would  yield  properties  more  suitable  for  roentgenoscopic  use. 

in.  Division  of  Experimental  Pathology  —  Robert  C.  Mellors, 
M.D.,  P.H.D.,  Associate  Director  of  Research 

This  division  includes  laboratories  for  research  in  molecular  and  immunopathology 
(Dr.  Mellors),  immunology  (Dr.  Komgold),  virology  (Dr.  Rapp),  ultrastructure 
(Dr.  Harkin),  and  hematology  (Dr.  Mayer).  The  research  work  is  supported  by  grants 
from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health.  Members  of  the  division  also  hold  concomitant 
appointment  in  the  Department  of  Laboratories. 

(11)  Immunopathology  of  Rheumatoid  Arthritis 

While  the  cause  of  rheumatoid  arthritis  is  unknown,  there  are  two  characteristic 
features  of  the  disease  which  may  provide  clues  to  better  understanding:  the  primary 
pathologic  change  occurs  in  the  synovial  membrane,  the  lining  of  the  joint  capsule;  and 
the  serum  contains  a  peculiar  category  of  giant  protein  molecules  called  rheumatoid 
factor.  In  earlier  studies  undertaken  with  Drs.  Heimer,  Corcos,  and  Korngold,  a  specific 
stain  was  prepared  for  the  microscopic  identification  of  rheumatoid  factor  in  tissues. 
The  factor  was  found  to  be  formed  in  cells,  called  plasma  cells,  which  stuff  the  linings 
of  the  inflamed  joints.  In  subsequent  investigations,  carried  out  with  Dr.  Nowoslawski, 
a  Rockefeller  Foundation  Fellow  from  Warsaw,  Poland,  another  type  of  stain  for  rheu- 
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matoid  factor  was  prepared.  To  date  biopsies  from  68  patients  with  rheumatoid  arthritis 
and  other  joint  diseases  have  been  examined  with  these  special  procedures.  The  pres- 
ence of  cellular  rheumatoid  factor  in  joint  tissue  has  proved  to  be  diagnostic  of  rheuma- 
toid arthritis;  moreover  there  are  at  least  two  cellular  rheumatoid  factors.  The 
observations  suggest  that  rheumatoid  factor  may  be  formed  in  response  to  some  sub- 
stance to  which  the  joint  tissues  are  allergic;  in  that  event  the  detection  and  elimination 
of  the  source  of  this  material  might  comprise  major  steps  in  the  treatment  and  the 
prevention  of  this  disease.  Accordingly,  the  studies  continue. 

(12)  Subcellular  Atomic  Analysis  of  Tissues 

It  has  been  said  that  a  century  of  work  on  the  individual  cell,  its  structure  and  chemi- 
cal composition  and  factors  that  influence  its  activity,  is  responsible  for  much  of  our 
present  knowledge  of  biology  and  medicine  (F.  O.  Schmitt).  Recently,  in  studies  under- 
taken with  Dr.  Kenneth  Carroll,  presently  with  the  Sperry  Rand  Research  Center,  it 
was  shown  that  a  new  instrument,  the  electron  probe  microanalyzer,  is  directly  appli- 
cable to  the  study  of  human  pathology,  and  that  with  it  tissue  sections  and  cells  can 
be  subjected  to  extremely  sensitive  chemical  analysis  (for  all  atoms  lying  above  sodium 
in  the  Periodic  Table).  If  our  present  hopes  are  realized  new  fields  in  adventurous 
medicine  and  new  prospects  for  the  understanding  of  crippling  diseases  will  be  opened 
up  by  this  powerful  procedure. 

(13)  Laboratory  for  Study  of  Ultrastructure  —  James  C.  Harkin,  m.d. 

Specimens  of  bone  and  collagen  were  examined  in  electron  microscope  pictures  at 
very  high  magnifications,  often  as  great  as  80,000  to  100,000  times  the  size  of  the 
original  structure.  Our  earlier  studies  had  provided  us  with  information  on  collagen 
formation  and  on  the  morphological  changes  associated  with  the  initial  changes  in 
ossification.  Improvements  in  methods  for  processing  specimens  made  it  possible  for 
us  to  make  additional  observations  in  these  studies.  Electron  diffraction  studies  were 
used  to  supplement  some  of  the  observations. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  members  of  the  surgical  staff  we  obtained  from  the 
operating  room  specimens  from  human  diseases  that  we  then  processed  and  examined 
with  the  electron  microscope.  Included  among  the  conditions  that  we  have  been  able 
to  examine  so  far  are  Dupuytren's  contracture,  osteoid  osteoma,  gout  and  Paget's 
disease  of  bone. 

(14)  Laboratory  for  Immunologic  Research  —  heonhard  Korngold,  ph.d. 

This  laboratory  has  continued  with  the  development  and  evaluation  of  diagnostic 
tests  for  multiple  myeloma  and  macroglobulinemia  of  Waldenstrom.  These  immunol- 
ogic tests  depend  on  structural  rather  than  quantitative  changes  of  the  abnormal  serum 
proteins. 

Attempts  to  develop  similar  tests  for  leukemia  are  now  in  progress. 
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(15)  Laboratory  for  Virus  Research  —  Fred  Rapp,  PH.D. 

A  sensitive  method  for  the  detection  of  antinuclear  factors  in  serum  was  developed  using 
cultured  cells  and  the  immunofluorescent  technique.  Preliminary  application  of  this 
method  to  the  study  of  virus  replication  has  been  successfully  carried  out. 

Studies  concerning  virus-cell  interaction  of  a  number  of  viruses  have  been  reported. 
Replication  of  Junin  virus,  herpes  simplex  virus  and  a  leukemia  virus  of  adult  mice 
has  been  investigated.  Methods  for  the  detection  of  leukemia  virus  components  and 
for  the  detection  of  genetic  variants  of  herpes  simplex  virus  are  now  being  utilized  to 
quantitatively  study  both  the  interaction  of  the  virus-cell  systems  and  the  pathogenesis 
of  the  virus  induced  leukemia.

A  he  year  1961  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Hospital.  Our  occu- 
pancy rate  has  been  at  an  all  time  high,  and  it  appears  that  the  trend  will  continue  for 
some  time. 

Personnel  Relations 

In  April,  the  firm  of  Stevenson,  Jordan  &  Harrison,  Inc.  completed  the  development  of 
the  formalized  salary  administration  plan.  They  prepared  156  job  classifications  which 
covered  462  full  time  non-professional  employees  and  the  supervisory  positions  related 
to  these  groups.  Sixteen  job  grades  were  created  resulting  in  definite  distinctions  between 
jobs  with  suitable  salary  differences.  This  grading  provides  a  clearer  means  of  promoting 
personnel  within  our  organization.  A  step  progression  plan  was  developed  for  all  graded 
jobs.  This  plan  outlines  the  recommended  increases  for  each  job  and  the  length  of  time 
required  to  meet  maximum  salary.  This  gives  our  supervisors  good  guide  lines  and 
maintains  one  standard  throughout  the  entire  hospital. 

Renovation  of  Plant 

Six  years  of  operation  on  Seventieth  Street  saw  the  need  for  expanding  hospital  facilities. 
By  transferring  the  Hubbard  Tank  and  polio  treatment  rooms  from  the  sixth  floor,  we 
provided  space  for  four  additional  ward  service  beds  and  two  semi-private  beds.  This 
now  gives  us  a  total  bed  capacity  of  202. 

Our  original  linen  storage  room  became  highly  inoperable  because  of  its  size.  It  was 
necessary  to  expand  it  into  what  was  formerly  an  x-ray  storage  area  with  the  x-ray  room 
relocating  to  the  housekeeping  area.  Now  most  of  the  Hospital  storage  area  has  been 
moved  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Research  Building. 

A  new  ventilating  hood  and  ducts  were  installed  in  the  Coffee  Shop  in  order  to 
alleviate  the  problems  caused  by  the  increased  traffic  and  expanded  short  order  cooking. 

Our  major  installation  this  year  was  an  emergency  lighting  and  power  system  which 
is  tied  in  with  the  New  York  Hospital  generating  plant.  The  blackout  in  June  proved 
that  without  emergency  auxiliary  lighting  and  power,  we  were  absolutely  helpless  in 
caring  for  our  patients.  The  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals  has  recom- 
mended that  all  hospitals  have  some  kind  of  emergency  lighting. 
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Social  Activities 


Our  annual  theatre  benefit  led  the  calendar  of  social  activities  for  1961.  "Camelot" 
was  not  only  enjoyed  by  all  of  our  staff  but  also  proved  to  be  the  most  financially  success- 
ful benefit  we  have  ever  undertaken. 

In  April,  the  Hospital  held  its  annual  15-25  Year  Club  Dinner.  Seven  employees 
received  15  year  pins  and  four  were  presented  with  25  Year  Service  awards. 

With  Spring,  came  the  Variety  Show,  back  after  a  year's  leave  of  absence.  It  now 
rates  in  our  minds  as  one  of  the  top  ofF-York  Avenue  productions  of  the  theatrical  season. 

The  annual  Hospital  dance  was  held  again  in  November  at  the  Essex  House.  More 
than  300  members  of  our  staff  attended.  Our  thanks  go  to  Mr.  Jerrold  R.  Golding  for 
making  the  Colonnade  Room  available  for  this  gala  occasion.  Our  thanks  also  to  Mr. 
William  D.  Grannis  and  his  very  fine  dance  committee. 

Deaths 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  report  the  following  deaths  during  the  year.  Mary  McCarthy, 
Linen  Room  attendant;  Howard  Young,  transcribing  machine  operator;  Jenny  deLeeu- 
werk,  admitting  clerk;  Thomas  Varelli,  assistant  pharmacist;  Leon  Shepard,  pharmacist 
aide,  and  Leroy  Williams,  elevator  operator. 

Miscellaneous 

In  October,  the  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  conducted  a  two  week  survey  of 
our  hospital.  The  report  rendered  by  the  Commissioner  was  very  gratifying  to  the 
Medical  Board  and  the  Administration. 

A  new  activity  this  year  was  our  participation  in  a  drill  which  instructed  us  how  to 
establish  an  emergency  improvised  hospital  outside  a  disaster  area.  Since  this  practice 
is  standard  throughout  the  entire  country,  hospital  employees  should  now  be  able  to 
go  to  any  area  and  start  an  emergency  hospital. 

Conclusion 

To  close  my  report,  I  wish  to  express  to  each  member  of  the  Board  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion for  their  never  ending  help  over  the  entire  year.  To  our  dedicated  doctors,  nurses, 
volunteers  and  all  other  hospital  personnel,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  for  making  1961 
a  creditable  year.  However,  we  must  never  become  smug  or  complacent.  We  must 
look  ahead  to  1962  with  a  view  to  accepting  new  medical  challenges  that  confront  us 
with  our  primary  goal  —  good  patient  care.

a  by  day  working  or  living  in  a  situation  is  apt  to  blind  us  to 
what  is  actually  happening.  Preoccupation  with  the  minutiae  of  staffing  the  nursing  service 
dulls  us  to  changes  which  are  slowly  occurring.  A  glance  at  some  current  statistics 
indicates  what  has  happened  in  the  last  five  years.

The  number  of  persons  per  patient  day  has  not  changed  much,  although  each  person 
was  carrying  a  somewhat  heavier  patient  load.  However,  we  did  have  more  than  IVi 
times  as  many  registered  nurses  in  1961  as  five  years  previously. 

During  1961  we  were  fortunate  in  receiving  a  grant  which  enabled  us  to  employ  a 
public  health  coordinator.  This  nurse,  especially  trained  in  public  health  nursing,  has  been 
assisting  our  department  in  (1)  recognizing  the  need  for  follow-up  nursing  care  in  the 
home  and  (2)  assisting  our  people  to  initiate  these  referrals  complete  with  doctor's  orders 
and  social  service  notes,  if  the  patient  was  known  to  Social  Service,  to  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Service  of  New  York.  Since  September,  thirty-five  referrals  have  been  made,  more  than 
half  from  our  in-patients,  several  of  whom  are  private  patients. 

During  the  past  year,  the  inter-departmental  committees  have  been  very  active  and 
because  of  this  activity  have  been  particularly  effective.  There  is  nursing  representation 
on  the  Safety,  Operating  Room,  Infection,  Clinic,  Pharmacy  and  Utilization  Committees. 

The  Nursing  Advisory  Committee  has  been  enlarged  to  include  membership  from  our 
orthopedic  staff,  our  practical  nurse  alumnae,  Lenox  Hill  Hospital,  Social  Service,  the 
faculty  and  the  nursing  service  staff.

The  proposed  affiliation  with  Lenox  Hill  Hospital  was  begun  in  1961  and  is  progressing 
very  satisfactorily.  A  new  method  of  teaching  with  a  patient-centered  approach  is  being 
used  there.  Half  of  each  class  goes  to  Lenox  Hill  and  the  other  half  to  New  York  Hospital. 
We  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  results  of  the  next  State  Board  Examinations  to  see  if  there 
is  an  appreciable  difference  in  grades  inasmuch  as  the  two  groups  were  evenly  matched  as 
to  ability. 

During  the  fall,  we  trained  another  class  of  Surgical  Technicians.  We  restricted  admis- 
sion to  licensed  practical  nurses,  opened  it  to  applicants  outside  our  own  hospital,  and 
extended  the  course  from  six  to  eight  weeks.  The  course  was  very  successful.  Plans  are 
now  underway  to  lengthen  it  to  twelve  weeks,  if  we  can  obtain  Recovery  Room  and 
General  Surgery  experience  and  if  we  can  recruit  enough  well-qualified  licensed  practical 
nurses. 

Again  in  1961,  we  had  a  group  of  Masters'  students  from  Teachers"  College  here  for 
four  weeks  of  experience  in  Orthopedic  Pediatrics.  We  also  continued  to  have  successive 
groups  of  students  from  Cornell  University-New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  for 
four  weeks  of  Orthopedic  Nursing.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  plans  were  underway  for 
shortening  and  revising  the  nursing  program  at  Cornell,  and  it  is  not  clear  what  effect  that 
will  have  on  our  course. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Nursing  Committee,  the  Administration,  the  Medical 
Staff,  and  the  other  Departments  of  the  hospital,  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  for 
their  interest,  understanding,  assistance  and  cooperation.  When  the  move  from  42nd 
Street  was  contemplated  there  was  apprehension  lest  the  warmth,  kindness,  and  interest 
which  characterized  the  nursing  care  there  would  be  lost  with  our  affiliation  with  a 
gigantic  medical  center.  Our  five  years  on  70th  Street  have  dispelled  that  fear.  However, 
good  nursing  consists  of  more  than  good  intentions.  We  endeavor  to  give  safe,  com- 
prehensive nursing  care  with  Special  Surgery's  special  brand  of  hope  and  concern  for  all.

An  contrast  with  1960,  when  we  had  only  one  resignation,  staff 
changes  in  1961  were  definitely  on  the  upsurge.  Four  medical  social  workers  and  one 
case  aide  tendered  their  resignations,  all  for  good  and  acceptable  reasons.  Our  consola- 
tion for  the  resulting  increase  in  pressures  within  the  department  and  gaps  in  coverage 
was  the  loyal  and  heartening  response  of  the  remaining  staff  members  to  meet  the 
emergency  and  their  willingness  to  "pinch  hit"  until  replacements  could  be  secured. 
In  February,  Roberta  Schofield,  A.B.  Syracuse  University,  who  had  several  years  of 
experience  in  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Salvation  Army,  was  appointed  as 
social  worker  for  the  Adult  Orthopedic  Clinics.  Early  in  July,  Mary  Dynan,  M.S.S. 
Fordham  University  School  of  Social  Work  became  case  worker  for  the  Children's  Ward 
Service.  We  waited  until  September  for  Patricia  Adler,  A.B.  Bryn  Mawr  College  to 
complete  her  studies  for  a  Masters'  Degree  at  Smith  College  School  of  Social  Work. 
Mrs.  Adler  was  assigned  to  the  Scoliosis  Clinic  including  the  hospitalized  spine  fusion 
patients.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  still  had  a  vacancy  in  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Service  and 
were  also  looking  for  a  new  case  aide  for  the  Polio  Clinics. 

Our  ambition  for  the  immediate  future  is  the  establishment  of  a  Fellowship  grant  for 
a  second  year  graduate  student  in  an  accredited  school  of  social  work,  with  the  stipula- 
tion that  upon  attainment  of  the  Masters'  Degree,  she  would  accept  a  year  of  employment 
in  our  Department,  provided  a  position  was  offered  to  her.  To  date  only  two  hospitals 
in  New  York  City  have  established  such  a  Fellowship.  It  has  proved  to  be  an  excellent 
means  of  securing  the  services  of  young  social  workers  equipped  with  the  professional 
education  that  meets  present  day  standards. 

Since  the  summer  of  1956  our  Department  has  cooperated  with  the  Social  Work 
Recruitment  Committee  of  Greater  New  York,  to  interest  college  students  in  the  career 
possibilities  of  social  work.  This  is  a  highly  important  project  for  there  is  a  nationwide 
shortage  of  social  workers  and  literally  thousands  of  unfilled  positions.  Thus  we  welcome 
the  two  college  case  aides  who  join  our  staff  for  a  summer-time  orientation  in  medical 
social  work.  They  receive  a  weekly  stipend  of  $60  plus  careful  supervision.  In  return 
they  have  proved  to  be  satisfactory  vacation  substitutes  for  the  last  month  of  their 
experience.  Two  of  our  college  case  aides  have  completed  graduate  studies  and  received 
their  degrees.  Melinda  Vail  after  graduating  from  Connecticut  College  for  Women 
returned  to  a  full-time  position  as  case  aide  in  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Service  and  has  been 
a  responsible  and  valued  staff  member. 
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In  the  summer  of  1961  our  two  college  case  aides  were  Faith  Wing,  Goucher  College, 
and  Elizabeth  Bartholet  of  Radcliffe  College.  Their  salaries,  amounting  to  a  total  of 
$1080  for  nine  weeks  each  were  met  by  a  generous  appropriation  from  the  hospital 
Gift  Shop  of  $980.  $120  was  charged  to  the  Social  Service  salaries  account. 

The  current  Committee  on  Agenda  for  Staff  Meetings  consists  of  Mary  Dynan, 
Chairman,  Roberta  Schofield  and  Ruth  Mandeville.  Brief  resumes  of  meetings  and 
conferences  held  outside  the  hospital  and  attended  by  representatives  from  our  staff 
have  been  an  interesting  feature  of  this  year's  program.  As  another  means  of  continuing 
staff  education,  department  members  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  activities  of 
professional  committees,  such  as  the  study  committees  of  the  Medical  Social  Work 
Section  of  the  National  Association  of  Social  Workers. 

Statistics  of  the  Social  Service  Department  for  the  year  1961  will  be  found  following 
this  report.  Elaine  Sullum  and  Annabelle  Patiky,  chief  social  workers  in  the  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Service  and  Cerebral  Palsy  Service  respectively,  participated  in  a  three  months 
trial  run  of  new  statistical  forms  being  developed  by  a  Study  Committee  of  the  NASW. 
It  is  expected  that  the  new  forms  will  present  not  only  an  accurate  quantitative  picture 
of  the  number  of  active  cases  carried  by  each  medical  social  worker  but  will  also  provide 
a  qualitative  analysis  of  the  kinds  of  services  being  rendered  to  patients  and  the  processes 
by  which  these  services  are  activated. 

Designated  Funds  of  the  Social  Service  Department  received  total  contributions  of 
$8,711.94  in  1961  as  against  $8,304.36  in  1960. 

The  Josephine  Karet  League  doubled  their  annual  gift  of  $1,000,  because  as  the 
League  Chairman  said,  "Since  last  year  ninety-four  handicapped  children  were  helped 
by  the  Josephine  Karet  League,  twice  as  many  can  be  aided  if  our  contribution  is 
doubled."  In  addition  to  the  six  designated  funds  of  the  Social  Service  Department, 
we  are  allowed  to  draw  on  certain  funds  held  in  custody  of  the  Hospital  Treasurer  but 
designated  for  the  use  of  the  Social  Service  Department.  These  funds  include  the  Social 
Service  Relief  Fund,  established  by  Mrs.  Harold  C.  Richard,  the  Istel  Social  Welfare 
Fund  for  which  we  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andre  Istel  and  the  new  Evelyn  Sharp  Fund 
for  the  Aid  and  Comfort  of  Older  Patients.  One  very  generous  friend  who  has  supported 
two  different  funds  for  several  years  requests  that  he  be  named  only  as  Mr.  Anonymous. 

We  wish  we  knew  of  a  thousand  different  ways  of  expressing  our  gratitude  to  the 
many  friends  who  make  it  possible  for  our  Department  to  be  of  service  to  so  many 
patients.  Gifts  are  not  always  in  the  form  of  checks.  The  sister  of  one  of  our  retired 
surgeons  sent  a  charming  doll  dressed  in  exquisite  little  garments  she  had  made  herself. 
One  friend  keeps  us  supplied  with  lollipops.  A  former  librarian  who  is  homebound 
herself,  takes  infinite  care  in  making  colorful  picture  cards  and  scrapbooks.  Our 
volunteers  give  generously  of  themselves  and  their  time. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  patients,  a  few  in  wheelchairs,  many  wearing  braces  and 
using  crutches,  the  others  only  slightly  handicapped  enjoyed  761  vacation  weeks  at  the 
seashore,  in  the  wooded  Poconos  or  in  the  New  Jersey  countryside.  Fourteen  different 
camps  were  used  in  cooperation  with  eleven  community  agencies.  Vacations  lasted  from 
three  weeks  to  two  months  at  the  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home.  This  is  the  fifty-ninth 
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year  that  the  Southampton  Home  has  provided  the  finest  of  summer  therapeutic  care 
for  young  children,  ages  six  to  eleven  who  are  under  care  of  Special  Surgery.  We 
provide  the  children  with  bus  transportation  and  the  anti-tick  vaccine;  everything  else  is 
provided  in  abundance  by  the  Southampton  Committee. 

Members  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  played  an  important  role  in  preparation  for 
summer  camping.  Mrs.  Newcomb  D.  Cole,  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Debevoise,  and  Mrs.  James 
Morton-Smith  volunteered  many  hours  of  their  time  and  give  just  as  generously  of  their 
interest  and  enthusiasm.  They  completed  numerous  application  forms,  assisted  Dr. 
Bernard  Rogoff  in  the  special  clinics  set  up  for  camp  health  examinations,  telephoned  and 
wrote  parents  when  children  failed  to  keep  appointments  and  ended,  on  the  day  of 
departure,  by  serving  luncheon  to  the  excited  children.  Finally,  they  presided  at  the 
last  minute  checking  of  the  children  and  supervised  the  "count  down"  as  the  bus  took  off 
for  the  long  ride  to  the  Shinnecock  Hills  and  the  sea. 

In  1961  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Patterson,  Chairman  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  since  its 
inception  in  1957,  resigned  and  Mrs.  Newcomb  D.  Cole  accepted  the  Chairmanship. 
The  present  members  are:  Mrs.  Henry  A.  Alker,  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Debevoise,  Mrs.  James 
Morton-Smith,  Mrs.  Donald  K.  Phillips,  Mrs.  M.  Henry  Hoepli,  Mrs.  Robert  L. 
Patterson,  Mrs.  Myron  N.  Sands  and  Mrs.  Norman  K.  Toerge.  All  members  of  the 
Committee  are  volunteers  in  the  Social  Service  Department.  Several  of  the  members 
have  served  as  receptionists  for  our  Department.  Receiving  a  friendly  greeting  from  a 
gracious  person  when  he  hesitatingly  enters  the  Social  Service  Department  for  the  first 
time  has  real  meaning  for  a  patient  who  is  tense  as  well  as  ill  and  uncomfortable.  The 
receptionists  are  also  skillful  in  amusing  restless  children.  It  may  be  a  picture  book,  a 
lollipop  or  just  a  smile  that  does  the  trick.  Cheers  for  our  receptionists!

Ahe  question  asked  most  often  during  1961  was  "Where  do  you  get 
your  books?"  It  is  a  good  question,  because  we  think  our  Library  second  to  none  in  any 
hospital  in  the  city.  Book  prices  go  higher  and  higher  so  we  are  grateful  to  the  Hospital 
for  its  financial  support  and  to  our  many  friends  who  give  throughout  the  year  of  their 
surplus  books  and  magazines.  Although  we  keep  up  with  the  demand  for  so-called  "best- 
sellers," it  has  also  become  the  interest  of  our  volunteers  to  circulate  lesser  known  works 
and  to  encourage  our  readers  to  develop  their  reading  tastes  to  a  wider  field.  We  con- 
stantly extend,  too,  into  the  area  of  foreign  languages,  and  this  year  one  of  our  volunteers 
offered  to  give  lessons  in  English  to  a  Spanish  patient  who  had  heretofore  had  trouble  in 
making  himself  understood.  There  is  still  a  great  need  for  foreign  language  books  because 
since  many  of  these  are  paper  bound  they  depreciate  more  quickly.  We  supplement  these 
with  magazines  —  particularly  French  and  Spanish  —  both  through  our  budget  and  with 
gifts  from  thoughtful  donors. 

There  was  a  rather  rapid  turnover  among  our  volunteers  this  year  with  Mmes.  Bevan, 
Lee,  Tatem,  Hoepli,  GefTen  and  Miss  Cuddihy  being  those  who  came  and  went.  How- 
ever Mmes.  Arnold,  Bannerman,  Brenner,  Cole,  Debevoise,  Gillespie,  Rothman  and 
Watkins  were  regular  volunteers  and  gave  out  nearly  20,000  books  and  magazines  to  over 
8,000  patients  and  staff.  We  also  managed  two  art  exhibits  and  a  small  craftwork  show  — 
the  latter  by  a  young  patient  from  Venezuela  who  learned  this  work  in  our  Recreation 
Program  with  Miss  Swartz.  The  paintings  consisted  of  a  one-man  show  in  April  of  work 
by  Richard  Osborne,  and  a  show  in  December  of  assorted  work  priced  under  $100  for 
Christmas  buying.  This  last  netted  the  price  of  a  pair  of  crutches  for  the  Hospital.  These 
exhibits  are  well  received,  particularly  by  the  staff,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  paintings 
displayed  at  some  future  time  throughout  the  Hospital. 

Two  book  sales  brought  in  $134.50  and  $160.35  without  sales  pressure,  and  these  funds 
were  added  to  our  purchase  money.  From  memorial  funds  we  have  purchased  a  bed 
reading  table  and  several  pairs  of  Bed-Specs  which  are  in  constant  circulation.  Also  for 
the  benefit  of  our  librarian  we  acquired  copies  of  Books  in  Print,  Subject  Guide  to  Book 
in  Print  and  Paperbound  Books  in  Print,  enabling  us  to  look  up  anything  current  and 
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choice  —  not  to  mention  its  author.  Speaking  of  hbrarians,  this  was  a  year  of  change  — 
when  Miss  Yerkes  retired  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Loona  Wilson.  She  in  turn  went 
away  for  the  summer  and  her  place  was  taken  by  Miss  Aline  Grant.  Finally  Miss  Grant 
resigned  and  Mrs.  Wilson  resumed  her  post  with  an  occasional  assist  from  Miss  Yerkes. 
Though  this  may  sound  like  utter  confusion  these  capable  women  simply  kept  things 
flowing  along  without  interruption.  Two  new  and  able  volunteers  were  added  to  our 
group  in  the  persons  of  Mrs.  William  Arnold,  wife  of  our  Dr.  Arnold,  and  Mrs.  Hazard 
Gillespie,  wife  of  a  member  of  our  Board  of  Managers.  Both  have  added  immeasurably 
to  our  esprit  de  corps  as  well  as  to  the  morale  of  our  patients. 

The  year  1961  seems  comparatively  uneventful  in  the  history  of  the  Alker  Library 
except  for  the  continuing  interest  and  appreciation  by  readers  among  patients  and  staff  — 


our  "pay"  for  services  rendered.

T 

M.  he  year  1961  has  been  significant  in  the  Auxiliary's  history  for 
many  reasons.  It  has  been  significant  for  the  commendable  follow-through  on  activities 
which  had  been  initiated  at  its  birth,  and  for  its  initiative  in  exploring  and  considering 
new  projects.  Both  of  these  factors,  that  of  follow-through  and  initiative  are  largely  due 
to  the  cooperation  and  advice  so  generously  given  both  by  the  administration  and  the 
department  heads.  In  this  respect,  I  should  like  to  mention  especially  Mrs.  Glee  H. 
Dervend,  Director  of  Social  Service. 

This  year  we  made  a  survey  of  our  elder  outpatients  with  the  intention  of  providing 
for  them,  if  the  need  should  evidence  itself,  ways  and  means  to  learn  a  trade  or  hobby 
which  would  fill  their  leisure  hours  with  remunerative  productivity.  The  survey  was 
turned  over  to  the  Administration  and  to  the  Medical  Board,  but  no  action  was  taken 
since  the  need  for  such  a  program  was  not  demonstrated. 

The  Social  Service  Committee,  profoundly  aware  of  the  dearth  of  medical  Social 
Service  Workers,  conceived  the  plan  of  offering  a  scholarship  to  a  second  year  graduate 
student  with  the  understanding  that  the  student  would  agree,  upon  termination  of  her 
studies  and  receipt  of  her  degree,  to  work  for  Special  Surgery  in  the  Social  Service 
Department  for  a  period  of  two  years.  To  find  the  finances  for  such  a  project  was  the 
next  problem.  However,  the  Women's  Committee  on  Distribution  of  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  agreed  to  underwrite  half  the  cost  and  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  assumed 
the  other  half.  A  realistic  sum  for  one  student  for  one  year  was  believed  by  all  parties 
concerned  to  be  $3,000.  Thus,  the  project  of  offering  a  scholarship  to  a  second  year 
graduate  student,  will  lead  the  way  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  problems  of  Medical 
Social  Workers  and  Social  Service  Departments.

Miss  Elizabeth  Wing  resigned  as  assistant  to  the  Director,  Mrs.  Edward  McCabe  and  her 
place  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Robert  Peck.

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  an  unrestricted  gift  to  the  Society  of  not 
less  than  $7,500  made  for  that  purpose,  and  the  donor  during  his  life, 
or,  if  the  gift  is  made  by  will,  the  person  named  in  the  will  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  twenty  years,  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  an  occupant 
of  such  bed.  When  the  gift  amounts  to  $10,000  or  more,  the  Society 
will  furnish  to  the  designated  occupant  of  such  bed  without  charge  in 
any  one  calendar  year  care  and  services,  the  cost  of  which,  computed 
at  the  Society's  then  scale  of  rates,  equals  the  income  earned  by  the 
Society  on  the  amount  of  such  gift,  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the 
average  rate  of  return  on  the  Society's  general  funds  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  year.  The  Society  will  list  all  endowed  beds  in  its  an- 
nual report  and  record  the  same  on  appropriate  plaques  in  the  Hospital. 


The  Society  has  always  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form  of  generosity. 
No  precise  words  are  necessary  to  a  valid  legacy  to  the  corporation. 
The  following  form,  however,  may  be  suggested:
